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f      PRINCIPAL'S  MESSAGE  ^\ 

A  REASON  FOR  CELEBRATION 

My  remarks  for  the  yearbook  are  titled  "A  Reason  for  Celebration"  because  I  feel  that  as  the  year  draws  to  a 
close  it  is  appropriate  for  us  to  celebrate  the  achievements  of  Trafalgar  Castle  School.  We  have  much  to  cele- 
brate this  year  and  the  school's  achievements  are  a  result  of  dedication  and  commitment  on  the  part  of  our 
students. 

Our  students  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  through  the  year  and  I  take  pleasure  in  highlighting  just  a  few 
aspects.  Our  House  Plays  in  October  saw  close  to  two-thirds  of  the  student  body  involved  in  a  variety  of  ways, 
from  acting  to  producing,  directing  and  behind-the-scenes  work.  Our  students*  commitment  to  Drama  contin- 
ued during  the  May  production  of  the  Wizard  of  Oz  where  over  half  of  the  students  in  the  school  were  involved 
in  the  Production.  Over  forty  of  our  students  took  to  the  stage  of  Roy  Thompson  Hall  earlier  this  Spring  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  ISMF. 

Our  athletic  programme  prospered  this  year  as  we  ran  over  twenty  competitive  teams  at  a  variety  of  age  lev- 
els, involving  the  participation  of  half  of  the  school  during  any  given  season.  A  number  of  our  teams  advanced 
to  the  semi-final  and  final  stages  of  competition  and  a  number  of  individual  athletes  gave  outstanding  perfor- 
mances in  their  sports.  In  many  sports,  students  from  Trafalgar  Castle  outnumbered  students  from  consider- 
ably larger  independent  schools  -  a  tribute  to  their  commitment  to  athletics. 

Students  have  been  involved  in  a  significant  number  of  community  service  activities  including  the  Charles  H. 
Best  Centre  for  Diabetes  Walk-A-Thon  in  September,  the  Student  Fellowship  Bazaar  which  raised  over  $7000 
for  Breast  Cancer  Research,  Hats  Off  for  Cancer  which  collected  over  1000  caps  for  children  receiving 
chemotherapy  Tone  month's  supply  for  the  entire  ProvinceJ,  food  drives  for  local  charitable  organizations  and 
numerous  individual  activities  undertaken  quietly  and  privately. 

Academically,  over  one-third  of  the  school  achieved  Honour  Roll  status  at  Christmas  and  a  number  of  students 
have  placed  near  the  top  in  a  variety  of  academic  competitions,  including  Awards  of  Merit  in  Maths  and  Physics 
competitions.  I  am  delighted  to  report  that  97%  of  this  year's  OAC  graduates  have  been  offered  admission  to 
universities  of  their  choice,  including  the  competitive  universities  in  Ontario  and  Harvard  in  the  U.S.  Our  Arts 
Night  held  in  May  provided  many  of  us  with  an  opportunity  to  view  some  of  the  fine  work  our  students  have 
produced.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  reviewing  many  exemplary  assignments  from  our  students  through  the 
year  and  this  summer  we  will  be  building  a  portion  of  our  Website  to  showcase  a  variety  of  student  projects. 
All  of  this  has  been  done  with  an  enormous  sense  of  energy  and  enthusiasm,  making  Trafalgar  Castle  School 
an  exciting  Place  to  teach  and  learn.  We  should  take  great  pride  in  our  "reason  to  celebrate."
